'Anglo-French Troops at No Part of Long Line Drawn Back, 
Says French Official Report—To East of Nancy Between 
Forts of Bezange and Parroy Offensive Has Been Re- 
sumed—On the River San and South of Przemsy] Russian 
Offensive Stated to Be Becoming More Accentuated. 


Paris, Oct. 27.—The French official communication given out 
this afternoon says that spirited fighting continues between the mouth 
of the Yser and Lens, that in this district the allies have not drawn 
iback and that they have continued to advance in the region between 
Ypres and Roulers and elsewhere. 

The text of the communication follows: 

“The fighting continues to be particularly spirited between the 
mouth of the Yser and the region of Lens. In this part of the front 
the allied forces have at no point drawn back and they have continued 
to make progress in the region beyond Ypres and Roulers. In the 
general region between Soissons and Berry Au Bac, an artillery en- 
\gagement resulted to our advantage and resulted in the destruction of 
several batteries of the enemy. 

“In the region to the east of Nancy between the forest of Be- 
zange and the forest of Parroy we have assumed the offensive, and 
driven the enemy across the frontier. 

“Russia—On the river San and to the south of Przemysl the 
Russian offensive is becoming more accentuated.’

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GERMANS STILL FIGHT 
DESPERATELY, BUT HELD 
TIGHT BY THE ALLIES 


Evacuation of Ostend May Not Mean Retreat, But Reduction 
in Strength of Garrison at Antwerp—Fleet Shoots Shells 
Three Miles Inland. 


London, Oct. 26—(9.35 a.m.}—As claimed by Berlin and ac- 
knowledged by Paris, the Germans undoubtedly have crossed the Yser 
river between Dixmude and Nieuport, but whether or not this means 
a forward step in the ‘‘on to Calais’? movement may depend on oper- 
ations farther eastward. 

Rumors continue to reach London of the impending evacuation 
of Ostend and the reduction in strength of the German garrison in 
Antwerp. This does not necessarily imply preparations for a retreat, 
but it may mean that the Germans are throwing every available man 
against the allies’ left in their effort to conquer the channel ports. 

Along the Belgian literal, the allied fleet continues its bombard- 
ment. The great shells travelling three miles inland evidently have 
proved very effective judging from the tragic fate of General Von 
Tripp and the members of his staff, who were killed by a projectile 
from a warship. 

All reports agree that the fighting in west Flanders has been 
terrible beyond any other during the war. Projectiles hurled from the 
Jand, the sea and the air are sweeping this flat and unprotected coun- 
iry, destroying villages and searching out the terror stricken inhabit- 
ants who delayed too long in getting out of the line of fire. 

Paris reports that to the west and south of Lille that attacks by 
the Germans have been repulsed. The most significant part of the 
Paris official communication relates that the French with their heavy 
artillery now command the road of one of the principal lines of Ger- 
man communication with St. Mihiel. Reports indicate that the French 
acrial service has responded to the demand for reorganization which 
followed the storm of criticism levelled at it because of the ease wit 
which German aeroplanes dropped bombs on Paris. No recent aerial 
attacks have been made on the French capital and it is announced 
along the battle front that five German aeroplanes have been des- 
troyed by French airmen. 

Reports from Vienna indicate that along the battle line from the 
Carpathians to the Russian border, through Galicia, the fighting con- 
tinues but without any definite result. Petrograd claims that the 
Germans still are retiing from Warsaw in precipitate flight and that

The question of the early return of the French government to 
Paris is being seriously considered. This indicates that the military 
situation is satisfactory from the standpoint of the allies, but the au- 
thorities believe that the battle along the sea coast, because of the 
German advances near La Bassee, will be more prolonged than was at 
first anticipated. If the government does return to Paris such a step 
undoubtedly will have a tremendous moral effect. 

Essad Pasha, the chronic disturber of the peace of Albania, is 
said to have invaded northern Epirus. If this is true it may bring 
about the entrance of Italy into the conflict according to opinion in 
London. Essad’s activity may compel Italy to consider the necessity 
of occupying Avlona, a step which might not meet with favor in Aus- 


tria-Hungary.

The ground upon which the relator 
relied was an alleged contravention of 
the statutory provision contained in the 
first paragraph of section 22 of the Ed- 
monton Charter which reads as fol- 
lows: 

“oy ee ee es NO Person having by him- 
self or his partner an interest in any 
contract with or on behalf of the city 
Pe) +» + Shall be qualified to be a 
member of the council.” 

The following resolution passed by 
the city council on April 28, was the

Salient Features of | 
Today’s War News 


The supreme efforts of the fighting men of five nations have 
faiied to turn the tide of battle along the Franco-Belgium border. 
Latest reports today were that a struggle of unparalleled fury was still 
in progress along the North sea, where the Germans with reckless 
bravery are flinging their troops against the allies’ forces. 

The French official statement indicates that an attempt to cut off 
the German right wing has made some progress. If as is said the al- 
lies have established a front from Ypres to Roulers, the German line 
has been thrust back in a sharp angle, the point of which is consider- 
ably to the northward of their forces on the shore of the North sea. 
The German movement across the Yser which presented a menasing 
aspect to the allies, has been checked, the French war office says. 

All accounts agree that the toll of human life exacted in thi 
crucial struggle is enormous. The meadows near Ostend, a British 
correspondent reports, are heaped with German dead. 

From the remainder of the long line of battle there is no word. 
Apparently both sides are awaiting the outcome, although it is prob- 
able that heavy fighting is in progress to the north of Verdun, where 
the army of the German crown prince is making a desperate effort to 
pierce the French line, 

Reports from the eastern front indicate that the greatest battle 
of the war in that area is impending. Austria in its latest official 
statement makes the claim of having thrust strong forces across the 
Carpathians in the face of determined resistance. 

German and Austrian forces, it is said, have now a strong wall of 
troops along a well established line which stretches from the northern 
spur of the Carpathians before the long disputed fortress of Przemys| 
and on into the district of Plock. 

Before this line is arrayed the main army of the Russians, now 
said to have been reinforced by troops from the Caucasus, Siberia and 
Turkestan. The Austrians claim successes in engagements to the 
northeast of Przemysl and on the lower San, : 

Latest despatches from Petrograd say the Germans are continu: 
ing their ‘precipitate retreat’? and have evacuated Lotz in Poland. 

Recent reports that relations between China and Japan were 
being strained were strengthened by word from Pekin that the Chinese 
foreign minister had demanded the surrender of a Japanese torpedo 
boat which entered Chinese waters and attempted to tow away the 
wreck of the torpedo boat beached by the Germans to escape destruc: 
tion by the Japanese. 

A message from Berlin confirmed recent reports that General 
Von Moltke, was no longer acting as chief of the general staff, owmg 
to illness, it was said, his place was being filled by General Yon

THOUSAND AT StA 


Horrible Scenes When Boilers 
Burst on French Boat Ad- 
miral Ganteaume 


BABIES THROWN BETWEEN 
BOATS, MISSED DROWNED 


All Passengers or on Boat Refu- 
gees From Towns of Ar- 
ras and Lille 


London, Oct. 27.—(3.35 a.m.)— 

A despatch from Folkestone to the 

Daily Chronicle says that the dis- 

aster to the Admiral Ganteaume 

was not due to a mine explosion, 

but to the bursting of a boiler. 

lt is announced officially that 
channel steamer Queen rescued 2, 
passengers from the French 
Admiral Ganteaume, blown up by a 
mine off Boulogne. An appeal bas 
been made for help for the distressed 
people. When the steamer Queen left 
th scen of th accident th Admiral Gan- 
teaume was afloat still and British 
destroyers standing by. 

The mail boat Queen left Boulogne 
for Folkestone Monday afternoon, 
When still in sight of the French coast 
her captain saw volumes of smoke and 
the water spout up where immediately 
before was an oncoming French ves- 
sel,

Refugees Terribly Excited. 
A pasenger on the Queen told the 
following story: 
“We made as much speed as pos- 
sible to the damaged ship, which then 


appeared to be going down by the 
bows. The refugees on board were 
terribly excited, swarming on the 
deck, climbing into the rigging and 
shouting in a piteous manner. They 
attempted to lower a boat, but the 
vessel was at such an acute angle 


that 1t swamped as soon as It touched 
the water, 

“A neighboring fishing smack came 
to the rescue and later two French 
torpedo boats came up, The Queen 
attempted to lower a boat, but seeing 
the enormous number of people to be 
rescued this course was useless. By 
carefully manoeuvering she got along- 
side and by strenuous exertions as- 
sisted {in passing the refugees across 
to her own decks. The sea was choppy 
and both vessels were heaving, mahing 
the work extremely difficult. 

“Some of the returning members of 
the British red cross wer aboard the 
Queen and rendered valuable assist- 
ance. The whole of the refugees were 
transferred in forty minutes, A num- 
ber of accidents occurred during this 
process, thirty men and women being 
drowned or crushed between the ships 

Many Accidents Occur. 

“One man was cut in half; another 
had a foot cut off and a third had 
both arms severed. Some children 
thrown across were safely caught, but 
others missed and fell into the sea 
and were drowned, Many men jumped 
Into the sea and were rescued by the 
smack and the torpedo boats, 

“The effect of having 2,500 more 
souls on the Queen caused fears of 
overweighing the ship and capsizing 
her, so the rescued were forced below 
in such masses that it was impossible 
to get to the sufferers with medical 
aid, 

“The rescued were so pleased at 
their escape that they threw their 
arms around their rescuers and kissed 
them. One hundred and fifty Belgian 
soldiers were among the saved. 

“All the crew of the Ganteaume 
stuck to their ship and were doing all 
they possibly could to keep her afloat 
when the Queen left for Folkestone, 
where the injured were taken ashore. 
The rest remained aboard the Queen. 
All the passengers of the Ganteaume, 
except a few soldiers, were refugees 
from Lill and Arras, They were 
brought to London tonight.” 


NURSES FROM CANADA 
‘ CONSIGNED TO LONDON 
MILITARY HOSPITALS 


Ottawa, Oct. 27.—The hundred 
Canadian nurses who went with the 
first contingent will not have to wait 
until the Canadian army reaches the 
front before they get to work. They 
have been assigned to the London 
military hospitals and are nursing al- 
ready. ‘There will be a hospital at 
Salisbury Plains for illness or accl- 
dents to the Canadian troops, and a 
number of the nurses will be sent} 
there. The base hospital for the Can-| 
adian force will likely be in Eneland, |

not until the war is over, 


FRENCH AND GERMANS 
BATTLE IN CEMETERY 
OLD EDIFICE RUINED 


London, Oct. 2£7.—The Daily Tele- 
graph’'s Dieppe correspondent says the 
Germans have evacuated several itm- 
portant positions near Arras and also 
along the center at Reims. 

The correspondent declares” that 
many Villages in which there has been 
fighting, including Givenchy, Fromel- 
les, Warneton and Radinghem have 
been partly burned, At Boilechap- 
pello, he says, there was a furlous en- 
counter in the cemetery between the 
French and the Germans, during 
which the church tower was destroyed 
and the walls of the edifice wrecked. 
In Richebourg not a single house Is 
standing, according to the correspon- 
dent.
